The June presentation is about Camp Chase, a 
unique piece of Columbus history. It survives today as 
a Confederate cemetery. During the Civil War, it was 
one of the main hubs for Ohio’s war effort in addition 
to the large POW encampment. There are several nu¬ 
mismatic issues tied directly to this local landmark.—

May presentation 

Bob S said the most prolific counterfeiter of Con¬ 
federate currency was a Philadelphia printer - S.C. Up- 
ham - who printed his name and address on the bottom 
of each note. 

Upham sold $500 in notes for 50 cents. Between 
March 1862 and August 1863, he printed 1.6 million 
notes with a face value of $15 million. 

S said, buyers “were spending that money way down 
South. They’d take that bottom of that bill and they’d 


cut off Upham’s name. It looks as good if not better 
that real Confederate currency.” 

He said Upham’s fakes accounted for 4 percent 
of the South’s money. Unamused, the Confederacy 
placed a $10,000 price on his head. The reward, 
Smithson said, was never collected. Upham outlived 
the Confederacy by 20 years, falling victim to cancer 
in 1885.
